TOWN OF ATHENS 
February 21, 1948 to February 21, 1949 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


A detailed examination was made of all recorded receipts 
issued by the Treasurer. An analysis of the bank deposits 
indicated that the receipts had been promptly deposited. 


The current tax commitment was proved in detail with the 
Assessors’ records and subsequent collections tested. Collections 
applying on prior years’ uncollected tax accounts were traced 
to the credit of the proper accounts and payments to the Treas- 
urer verified. 


Tax lien collections were analyzed and checked with outstand- 
ing accounts. 


The financial records and accounts of the Selectmen were 
examined and checked: Disbursements were test checked and 
internal controls reviewed. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $2,189.85, as shown by the records of 
the Treasurer at February 21, 1949, was reconciled with the 
statement of the Depositors Trust Company at Skowhegan. 


The accounts receivable amounted to $97.71, of which $75.45 
was due from the State for support of poor and the remainder 
represented prior years’ accounts due from individuals. 


The 1948 tax commitment of $28,415.07 with supplemental 
taxes of $33.00 made a total charge to the Collector of $28,448.07, 
of this amount $26,784.44 was collected and $64.60 abated which 
left $1,599.03 outstanding at the year end. 


Prior years’ taxes receivable are listed on Schedule A-9. 


Tax liens totaling $1,275.96 were placed on properties during 
the year to secure unpaid 1947 real estate taxes. The tax liens 
outstanding at February 21, 1949 amounted to $797.33. All 
transactions were checked and found to be correctly recorded. 
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LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable amounting to $6.50 represents a prior year’s 
overpayment. 


Withholding tax and teachers’ pension deductions amounting 
to $180.75 were due the respective agencies at the year end. ~ 


The amount due trust funds is represented by the ministerial 
and school fund which has previously been used by the town. 
Interest in the amount of $88.31 was appropriated and credited 
to the common school account. 


The notes payable was reduced by the payment of $3,000.00 
appropriated for this purpose. The remaining $6,738.99 imatures 
in two years. y 


DEFICIT J 


The deficit was reduced by $3,957.66 during the year. The 
principal factors contributing to this reduction were the net 
gain from operations and the note payment. ’

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


A statement of revenue and expenditures is included in this 
report which presents a.consolidated analysis of the result 
of operations for the current year. This statement reflects a 
net gain from operations of $995.00, which was transferred 
to the deficit account. 


GENERAL 


The 1948 excise tax receipts, numbers 126 to 251, and those 
for 1949 numbers 1 to 105, were checked and collections verified 
with the records of the Treasurer. 


Local surety bonds were furnished by the Tax Collector and 
Treasurer. Statements of financial ability are required of the 
sureties by the provisions of Chapter 81, Section 81 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944 and Chapter 80, Section 28, of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944, 


Payrolls were found on file for all road construction and 
school department accounts. The school balances appearing on 
the records of the Selectmen were compared with those of the 
Superintendent of Schools and were found in agreement. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations appear to be worthy of con- 
sideration by the: municipal officers: 


(1) That, the Treasurer enter the check numbers on the 
warrants and payrolls in the space provided. 


(2) That, invoices or vouchers including school depart- 
ment invoices be filed and numbered to substantiate 
all xpenditures other than regular payroll items.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Athens: 


This is my fourth annual report on your schools. 


Since my resignation has been accepted and I will not be in 
your employ when you read this, I shall make this report of 
a summary nature. 


The past year has been one of both sorrow and progress. The 
community was saddened by the sudden death of Mr. Scott 
Lewis. Mr. Lewis gave his entire strength to his work and was 
always cheerful about it. His co-workers, the children and the 
community miss him. 


Mr. Carleton Green has been added to our faculty at the 
Village School. Mr. Green trained at the University of Maine, 
and hails from Pennsylvania. He is a decided asset to the 
school and has much to offer to our youth. Boys and girls of 
the junior high age need active people to utilize their energy. 


Mrs. Viola Poland has returned to teaching again after a 
brief absence and carries along the West Athens Grammar 
School in the same fine manner in which it has been operating.

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School Physician's Report 


The general health of the children of the Athens schools was 
found by examination to be good in the 1949-1950 school year. 
Many defects have been corrected that heretofore existed, thus 
laying the foundation for better health in the days to come. 


Light, heat, and ventilation have been improved upon, thus 
making working conditions better. 


Cumulative records were not available for comparison of 
previous years. 


Much controversy has resulted in the School Boards of the 
various towns regarding health examinations. To these might 
I say that a proper examination room is not provided to allow 
the removal of a child’s clothing, the latter which I do not 
believe is practical or prudent unless indicated. If necessary 
to remove all clothing, arrangements can be made for these 
children to report, with their parents, to the school physician’s 
office free of charge or their own family physician might be 
consulted. 


The average lesion which causes crippling and death-produc- 
ing results should be picked up in a routine examination without 
the removal of all clothing, as suggested. Certainly the major 
catastrophies can be averted. 


It was planned by the various school boards to remove cloth- 
ing and examine all children once in three years, i.e., several 
grades each year. In this manner a child would be seen every 
three to six years. Many preventable conditions would not 
be discovered by this method as many adverse conditions might 
not be discovered in this lapse of years. 


Personally I believe the school physician whoever he or she 
might be should be invited to at least one School Board meet- 
ing per year to converse on child health. 
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Correctable maladies and potential health hazards should be 
referred to your school physician via the Superintendent of 
Schools office. In the child whose parents cannot afford to pay 
for the correction of conditions, I am sure a means would be 
provided that these children can enjoy good health. I certainly 
would be only too glad to assist all I can.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR ATHENS 
January 1, to December 31, 1949 
Division of Public Health Nursing 


Good Health is essential. The opportunities for promoting 
and protecting good health are many, and the responsibilities 
are great. Let us therefore combine our efforts toward the 
promotion of individual and community health. 


During the past year three Child Health Conferences were 
held, where medical supervision and immunizations were offered 
to those who wished to take advantage of this service. There 
were 31 children who received health examinations, 26 were 
immunized against diptheria, 22 against whooping cough and 
26 against tetanus. 


Home visits were made in behalf of prenatal and postnatal 
mothers, as well as infants and pre-school children, to give 
health supervision and help solve health problems. 


In the school health program, your nurse has served in an 
advisory capacity. Home visits have been made to children 
with special problems referred by the teachers, thus giving 
better service to those children actually needing nursing super- 
vision. 


Throughout the year tuberculosis work was carried out in 
the home. For those needing x-ray this service was available 
last March 10th by the Department of Health and Welfare 
X-ray clinic in Skowhegan. The services of the State Sana- 
torium were available to those referred for diagnosis, x-ray and 
medical care. 


When referred by their family physician the services of the 
Crippled Children, Pediatric, Cardiac and Mental Hygiene Clinics 
have beén available to those in need of this service. 


Public understanding and support are needed to maintain an 
to thank all those who have helped in any way to promote 
this community to form a local Health Council, made up of rep- 
resentative clubs, organizations, and interested citizens, to assist 
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the Public Health Nurse so that her work may go further in 
the community. The objectives of a Health Council may be 
to survey the needs, suggest and assist in health programs to 
meet these needs, and act in an advisory capacity to your 
Public Health Nurse. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
adequate Public Health program.
